Dewagr'a Message to the OenMUi 

Admiral. 

From "With E>e««f at Manila. " by ]o«epb 
L. Siicknejr, in Harper's Migiitiaa lor 
b'ebrnarr. 

Our courteous and courtly Com- 
modore made no signa. He was 
waiting till he could put an end to 
the whole annoyance with one 

crushing blow. At last the oppor- 
tunity came. He learned on un- 
igiiestionable authority, that one of 
the liernian vessels had landed 
provisions in Manila, thereby vio- 
lating neutrality, I was not pres- 
ent when he sent his message to 
Admiral von Diederich, and there- 
fore I do not speak from personal 
knowledge concerning it; but I 
learned the facts from a perfectly 
authentic source, as follows: 

"Orderly, tell Mr. Brumby I 
would like to see him," said Ad- 
miral Dewey, one forenoon. 

"Oh, Brumby," Im continued, 
when the flag-JieutenaBt asade hu 
appearance on the qaarter-deck, 
"I wish you to take the barge and 
go over to the German flagship. 
Give Admiral von Uiederich my 
compliments, and say that 1 wish 
to call his attention to the fact 
that the vessels of his squadon 
have shown an extraordinary disre- 
gard of the usual coortesies of 
naval intercourse, and that finally 
one of them has committed a gross 
breach of neutrality in landing pro- 
visions in Manila, a port which f 
am blockading." 

The Commodor's voice had been 
as low and sweetly modulated as if 
he h$4 been sending von Diederich 
an invitation to dinner. When he 
stopped speaking, Urumby who did 
not need any better indication of 
the Commodore's mood ttian the 
unusually formal and gentle man- 
ner of his chief, turned to go, mak- 
ing the usual official salute, and 
replying with the customary, "Ay, 
ay, sir." 

"And, Brumby," continued the 
Commodore, his voice rising and 
ringing with the intensity of feel- 
ing that he felt he had repressed 
about long enoii;;li, "tell .Admiral 
von Diederich ttial if he wants a 
fight, he can have it right now."

WHY DO BOVS SWCAJl? 

The following which is intended 
to answer the above question, may 
not be the best answer that could 
be given. There may be other 
reasons and better reasons than 
those herein given. Be those 
things as they nay, tbat trays do 
swear and swear a great deal is la- 
mentably too true. So tbe follow- 
ing which may not be convincing 
will not perhaps be otijectionable. 

A man goes down to the barber 
shop to get a shave or a hair cut 
and while waiting for his turn or 
while having the work performed, 
hears a jolly crowd in the corner 
discussing the day's eveotSi the 
personal experiences of some • of 
its members or something of a 
similar or dissimilar nature. The 
persons composing the crowd are 
jolly, good-natured vveli-meaoiog 
individuals, perhaps. t)iit that they 
swear now and then, sometimes 
often, is true. Again, a man goes 
to tbe Post Office to get his mail 
or to tbe store to get neceesaiy ar- 
ticles, and while paasiag a corner 
finds another crowd. In too many 
instances the man does not even 
have to slop to hear an oath — a 
large, vil. , emphatic oath. Other 
places and instances might be re- 
ferred to but it Is not necessary. 
In the cases mentiobed and the 
others which might be mentioned 
the ubiquitoua boy ia there. He 
is there with vision clear, hearing 
acute, intellect receptive. 

Now let us leave the men and 
meander by the place where the 
boys are playing. If you are not 
seen by the boys, and sometimes 
if you «fv aeen, yon will bear, in 
too many instances, oaiha that are 
not so emphatically or. fbcetfuUy 
spoken — because the boys lack the 
depth of voice and the proficiency 
acquired by long use that the men 
possess — but oaths that are, never- 
theless less pleasing to the ear. 

If what haa been said is true, 
why boys swear is eaaily aeen. 
Their seniors, the men are re- 
sponsible. 

But if I were to approach a man 
who swears, especially a )oiing, 
unmarried man, and tell him that 
he was partially responsible for the 
prevalency of swearing among boys 
in this town, his inherent pugnac- 
ity, I fear, would be aroused and a 
hasty retreat or the reception of 
strong negative language would be 
in order. If I did nut retreat, 
among other Miings, theiii.in would 
perhaps tell me that the boys were 
not his, that they were not com- 
pell^ to say what he said and that 
they bad no busineason tbe streets 
anyhow. I might have to admit 
that the boys were not his; that 
they were not ijmfelUd to say what 
he said; that they had not business 
on ti:e streets. Hut 1 could affirm 
tbat the boys would say what he 
said; that the boys wtrt on the 
streets, aiid that becaiue some 
parent did not do his duty, be was 
not relieved of bis res|>onsibiUties 
as a resident of the town. 1 could 
affirm that boys are imitative creat- 
ures; that nearly all that they get 
is gotten by imitation. Especially 
is all they get while young gotten 
by imitation. I could affirm that 
as he was a resident of the town, 
received wages of a man or corpo- 
ration of the town, ate food pro- 
duced and prepared by people of 
the town and community and en- 
joyed the pleasures emanating from 
companionship witii his fellowman, 
he was responsible to a slight ex- 
tent for the conditions, customs, 
morals aad manners of tbe town 
and if not willing to shoulder his 
responsibilities and bear them hon- 
orably and well after receiving and 
using the wages of his employers, 
the pleasures of companionship 
with his fellow man and the arti- 
cles which sustain life from the 
people of the lov;n and community, 
he should try molation awhile; he 
ahould live without bis wages, with 
out the companionship of his fellow 
man, but should live on the articles 
of food and wear the articles of 
clothing wliich he himself produced 
from Mother Earth. 

The conduct of boys and girls in 
school, in church, on tbe streets 
and at home, if not good is a re- 



flection upon the older pthraons of 
the town or community. No one 
person is wholly responsible but 
each one must admit that he is lo 
a slight extent responsible. Be- 
cause a man is OBBiarried, or our- 
ried and witbent progeny, or a 
posseaaor of /m^ children only, 
does not exempt him from his re- 
sponsibilities as a resident of a 
town or community. 

Ciood people and bad people, old 
people and young people, males 
and females, whites and blacks, la- 
ment the badness of the rising gen- 
eration. They entreat, admonish, 
scold and threaten th<^ boya and 
girls, and are themselvea gnilty of 
some of the acts to which they ob- 
ject. The father swears, but pun- 
ishes his boy for the same thing; he 
goes down in town alter supper and 
lounges on the street corners or in 
the stores, but makes his boy hus- 
tle for home, if he realises the dan 
gers of a boy's being on Idle streets 
after night, when he finds him 
doing the same thing. The 
mother tells the giri the little 
girl — ttiat if she is not good the 
colored man will take her off, or 
(hat she is the prettiest, the best, 
the brightest girl in the town and 
then wonders wh y, when tbe girl 
becomes oldet and larger, ehe is 
deceptive and vain. The parents 
talk money, money, — nothing but 
money and then wonder why the 
boy or girl wants to stay out of 
school a week just to make a quar- 
ter. 1 he parents study little 
themselves, talk very little to 
their children about the value of 
an education and then wonder why 
the boya and girla are so little in- 
clined to study. 

It seems to me thai the acts of 
the boys and girls, which we be- 
nunn, deprecate and abhor are 
but the results ol acts of older 
ones. It seems to me that we, 
the older and more mature, are 
too largely reaponafble for the bad 
acts of thoae yonagar. It seems 
to me that when we admoniah a 
boy or girl not to do thia or tbat 
should take part of the adasonitiOB 
ourselves.
